Good pure water and the elimi- 
nation of outdoor toilets has gone 
far in making Antioch a healthful 
place in which to live. At the same 
time Antioch is sending pure wdter 
from its sewage system into streams 
eliminating all possibility of conta- 
mination. 

The village has been on a pay-as- 
you-go basis in which the taxpayers 
money has been spent as carefully 
as private capital. 

These should be considered as vil- 
lagers go to the polls.

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Economic Highlights 

The Wall Street Journal has published what it 
terms "American industry's report card." It is a com- 
parison of 1948 earnings of 37G loading industrial con- 
cerns, in two dozen ; industries, with the earnings 
made in 1947. It makes very interesting reading for 
those who are concerned with the economic state of 
the nation. .^ 

The most obvious fact is that 1948 produced 
record dollar profits, running to well over $5,000,000,- 
000 for the 376 companies. But, as any economist will 
tell you, dollar totals alone don't tell the whole story 
by a long shot. Other factors, tangible and intangible, 
enter the picture. 

First of all, there were tremendous differences 
in the profit experience of various big industries last 
year. The oil companies did the best — about a 66 per 



cent gain for 18 companies listed in the report card. • 
On the other hand, 5 principal moving picture pro- 
ducers had a stunning 64 per cent drop in earnings. 
The public utilities, whose rates arc fixed by regular 
tory commissions, showed almost no change. 

Futhermore, some .Industries with very high 
dollar earnings still had difficult financial problems 
to deal with. Oil was one. An extraordinarily high de- 
mand forced the most rapid expansion possible. Emer- 
gency measures, often costly, were employed to get 
products to consumers. New construction carried a 
price tag two to three times as great as before the war. 
Consequently, the larger part of the earnings had to 
go back into the plant and labor rather than to stock- 
holders. 

The depreciation problem also takes some of the 
brightness away from the profits total. Under our 
tax laws and policies, a concern is allowed to depre- 
ciate physical equipment by so much a year, and lay 
the money away for future replacement. However, 
replacement costs are now so high that the funds thus 
accumulated aren't adequate for the job. So more 
profits must be applied to that. 

The question everyone is asking now is whether 
the rate of earnings will continue. "The Journal says 
that "most corporate officials expect a good year, but 
you have to search long to find one who thinks profits 
will measure up to the 1048 reports." In the view 
of .The Texas Company, a major oil concern, "A 
greater volume of sales will not be sufficient to offset 
price declines and continued high operating costs." 
In industry after industry tougher competition, plus, 
in some, cases, a decline in consumer eagerness to 
buy, points to a slackening of the boom. This is in- 
dicated in dividends to stockholders. More and more 
firms, following a cautious policy, have recently been 
cutting them.

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April 30 Deadline for 
Registering of Rentals 
For Owners First Time 

In answer to many inquiries from 
landlords, Norman Nicholson. Area 
S Representative today- out- 
Sned the action to bo taken by own- 
ers whose rental property is re-con- 
trolled, or brought under rent con- 
trol for the first time, by the new 
rent control act. 

He said rent control now applies 
to all rental housing units which 
were previously de-controlled be- 
cause they were not rented for any 
successive 24-month period between 
February 1, 1945 and March 30, 

1948. 

•'Landlords have until April 30 to 
register any of these units which 
were never under rent control," said 

Nicholson. , . , j 

"Units previously registered need 
not be re-registered, but the owners 
are advisd to show the registration 
statements to the present tenant. 
"Landlords cannot charge more 



than the maximum rent shown in 
the . registration statement, plus or 
minus approved adjustments." 

Assistance in preparing registra- 
tion statements will be given land- 
lords at the rent office, the rent of- 
ficial said. He added that registra- 
tion forms will be mailed out .on 
written or phoned request. 

Also rc-controUed, said Nicholson, 
are all accommodations which were 
de-controlled because a 1947 volun- 
tary rent-increase lease was termi- 
nated prior to April 1, 1948.

"Accommodations covered by leas- 
es which expired or terminated on 
or after April 1, 1948 have been 
and still ore subject to rent con- 
trol." 

Trailers and trailer spaces which 
on April 1, 1940 were not used ex- 
clusively for transient occupancy 
are again subject to rent control, 
the rent official said. 

A trailer or trailer space' is con- 
sidered to have been used exclusive- 



ly for transient occupancy on April 
1 if it was rented on a daily basis 
to a tenant and then only if the 
tenant had not been in continuous 
occupancy since March 1, 1949. 

Hereafter, rents or fees for in- 
creased services on re-controlled 
units may b charged only on order 
of the rent director. 

"The rental rate for re-controlled 
trailer accommodations will bo the 
last maximum rent in effect under 
federal rent control, which was not 



later than January 4, 1048," Nichol- 
son explained.
